W a s h in g t o n , September 15th—In the 
Raum investigation to day, Cooper asked 
the Commissioner whether there was a 
sub-company of the Universal Retiigerator 
Company in this district. The Commis­ 
sioner said steps had been taken looking to 
the formation of a sub company. The 
stock had been subscribed. Bradiey Tan­ 
ner, who sat at his desk, was Secretary of 
the company. Tanner subscribed for one 
share of stock, so as to be able to act as in ­ 
corporator, but that no money had been 
paid in. Tanner was absolutely the only 
pension officer employe interested in the 
patent of the company, and witness owned 
nine-tenths of the district rights. They

show the value of the patent. Tanner was 
not expected to pay for his share, and the 
same was true of other gentlemen who 
organized the sub-company. 
A tew shares 
of stock had been given them to enlist the 
use of their names, as was customary in 
the organization of such companies.

T H E BAN FRANCISCO, 


Mr. Scott A rran g in g for th e T ran sfer of 
th e New C ruiser. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 15th.—Irving 
M. Scott, General Manager of the Union 
Iron W orks of San Francisco, reached 
here this m orning from the Pacific coast, 
having come to arrange for the final accept­ 
ance by the Government of the ' new 
cruiser San Francisco, which has just been 
completed by his firm. He is very happy 
over the outcome of her recent trial and he 
says be thinks the “home-made" sbip- 
craft did very well. She will be ready for 
turning over to the Government October 
1st. 
The report of the Trial Board has not 
been received, being delayed on account of 
certain verifications that have to be made. 
It will reach the department this week. 
Mr. Scott says the report started from San

The H om e W ays an d M eans C om m ittee 
C oncurs In th e A m endm ents. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 15th.—The re­ 
mainder of the Senate amendm ents to the 
tariff bill were put through the Ways and 
Means Committee in short order this m orn­ 
ing, non-concurrence being recommended 
in each case. When the amendm ent fixing 
November 1st as the date upon which goods 
in bond imported should be withdrawn 
was reached, the Democratic 
members 
showed a disposition to amend the Senate 
amendm ent so as to extend the time; but, 
notwithstanding the apparent unanim ity 
of the committee in the opinion that there 
should be an extension, it was decided the 
result desired could be 
more speedily 
reached by leaving the m atter to conferees 
than by undertaking to adjust it in com­ 
mittee and the House so as in the case of 
the other amendm ents non-concurrence 
was noted, and the Chairman authorized to 
report the bill to the House. The Com­ 
mittee on Rales, following up this action, 
adopted McKinley’s special rule for the 
consideration of the bill and amendments. 
In deference to the wishes of many Repub­ 
lican members who returned to \ \ ashing- 
ton this morning in aDswer to telegraphic 
calls, it was decided that efforts should be 
made to take up the tariff bill immediately 
in the House. 


W ASHINGTON NOTES. 


P opu latio n o f U tah—R ecom m endation o f 
th e S enate L ands C om m ittee. 
W ashington, 
September 
15th.— The 
population of the following cities and 
towns of U tah were announced to-day: 
Logan 4 G24, an increase pf 1,228; Ogden 
14 919, an increase of 8,850; Provo 5 153, an 
increase of 1 721. The total population of 
Utah Territory is 206,498, a net increase 
during the decade of 62,505, or 43.44 per 
cent. 
The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
to-day recommended the following meas­ 
ures to be indefinitely posiponed : The bill 
to lim it the right of entry under the pre­ 
emption tim ber culture and homestead 
laws of the public lands in Wyoming; the 
bill extending a limitation to all Territories 
so as to prevent the Mormons from getting 
homesteads, and the bill to set aside certain 
townships in New Mexico for a public 
park. 
The Treasury Department has informed 


the Collector of Customs at El Paso, Texas, 
that the department has decided the law 
providing for the exclusion of Chinese con­ 
templates their return to China, the coun­ 
try whtnce they came. 
“If Chinese are 
found aud adjudged unlawfully within the 
L'nited States, whether they entered from 
China direct or from some interm ediate 
country, such Chinese should be returned 
to China, via port of San Francisco, Cal., 
the most convenient point o f exit from 
your district.’’ 
A petition from Edward B. Mver, ad 
m inistrator of the estate of John Fortune 
aud Susan H. Wallace of Douglass county, 
Oregon, praying for relief ou account of 
Indian depredations, was to-day presented 
by Representative H erm ann.

N ew Y ork, September 15 h .—The Cap­ 
tain of the steamer Normandie reports that 
yesterday afternoon he sighted the Am eri­ 
can ship Challenger. 
He sent a boat to 
her through a howling storm. 
Captain Thompson of the Challenger re 
ported that during the terrific hurricane of 
September 1st, tweive of his crew were 
washed overboard 
A majority of the re­ 
mainder were too il! to work. In addition 
to the twelve men killed, four had arm s 
and legs broken, leaving but four men to 
work the ship. The Challenger was terri­ 
bly crippled. 
The Cap.ain asktd no assist­ 
ance, but sent a letter by the Normandie 
to the ship’s owner. 
The Challenger is a first-class American 
ihree-m ss'er, 1.500 tons burdeD. owned by 
A ithur Sewall & Co., of Bath, Maine. She 
had taken a cargo of general merchandise 
from Portland. Oregon, to West H artle­ 
pool, England, and was on her way home 
in ballast to receive a cargo here for Port­ 
land, Oregon. 
The Challenger carried 
twenty-two m»n, crew, officers and cooks. 
A tug will go out to look for her to-day. 
She was sighted about 250 miles out at 
sea and will be brought to this port. 


FO REIG N COINS. 


A dvantages to 
Im p o rte rs W ho 
M ake 
P urchases in Silver Coin. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 15th.—A special 
from W ashington calls attention to the 
effect which the section added to the tariff 
bill by the Senate regarding the official 
value of foreign coins is likely to have. 
The correspondent says: “ Ih e rapid rise 
in the price of silver m ust eventually raise 
the purchasing power of silver coins mnch 
above the value proclaimed by the Director 
of the Mint in January last. This'gives 
importers a considerable advantage under 
the present law, if they make their pur­ 
chases in silver coin. 
It will tend to do 
away with the problem belore the depart­ 
ments as to the value of the Austrian paper 
florin. 
W hile the paper florin passed at a 
higher value than the silver florin, the 
Government has been 
continually the 
loser in collections of duties on goods pay­ 
ing ad valorem rates. The rise in the 
value of the silver florin will keep pace 
with the rise in the price of silver. The 
difference betwepa the paper and the silver 
florin and their intrinsic circulating value 
has been more than 12 per c e n t, giving 
great advantage to importers in the pay­ 
ment of duties.’’

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , September 15th —The Senate 
to-dav pa>sed a number of bridge bills. The 
calendar was then taken up aud several bills 
passed, among them the Senate bill to amend 
the Act of June 19.1878, to create an Auditor of 
Railroad Accounts. This bill requires all sub­ 
sidized railroad companies to trausmit to the 
Commissioner of Railroads duplicates of all bills 
for services in the transportation of passengers 
or freight carrying of mails, express or for any 
service whatever rendered for or on behalf of 
the United States 
The Commissioner is to lor- 
ward these bills to the proper accounting offi­ 
cers, with such recommendations as he may see 
fit to make, and the accounting officers are to 
report their action thereon to the Commissioner 
of Railroads. 
The conference report on the railroad land 
forfeiture bill was then taken up, aud Sanders 
finished his argument. 
After remarks by Pmmb and Morgan, it was 
agreed that a vote be taken to-morrow after­ 
noon, and the Senate adjourned. 


i n t h e h o u s e. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 15th. —In the House 
McKiuley reported back the tariff bill with Sen­ 
ate amendments, with a recommendation that 
the amendments be non concurred in. Referred 
to committee of the Whole. 
McKinley then offered a resolution Irom the 
Committee on Rules, but before it coutd be read 
Enloe rose to a question of privilege aud offered 
the lollowing: 
Rcsoffcd. That the Clerk of the House be di­ 
rected to communicate to the Senate the fact 
that the House refutes and condemns the utter­ 
ance of Robert P. Kennedy delivered in the 
House September 3d, reflecting upon the char­ 
acter and integrity of the Senate as a body. 
Dingley raised the point of order that this did 
not present such a question of privilege as 
would take McKiuley from the floor 
At the suggestion of the Speaker, Enloe with­ 
drew the resolution for the present, and Mc­ 
Kinley reported a resolution for the immediate 
consideration of the tariff bill in the House. 
After two hours of general debate, it shall be 
in order to move a non concurrence iu Senate 
amendments in gross, and agree to the commit­ 
tee of conference asked for by the Senate, and 
the House shall, without further delay or other 
motion, proreed to vote on said motion. The 
previous question on the resolution was or­ 
dered—yeas 176, nays 71. 
Blount of Georgia protested against the reso­ 
lution, contending that it was a parody on de­ 
liberation. 
McMillan of Tennessee also opposed the reso­ 
lution and criticised the Committee on Rules 
for repeatiug it.

Grossvenor of Ohio raised a point of order 
that the resolution was not in order—the lime 
to have called Kennedy to order was when he 
delivered his speech. 
Enloe contended that Kennedy had no more 
right to make a personal attack npon a member 
of the Senate than he (Enloe) bad to state that 
the speaker was corrupt, or the President a 
criminal, it wag due to the House that no utter­ 
ances reflecting npon the Senate should be ad­ 
mitted into the Record. 
Boyne, of Pennsylvania, concurred in the 
remarks. It Enloe had trusted to the interest 
of what was right, of what was due to the 
House in honor to itself, it was no technicality, 
and should he allowed to come in the way of 
condemning the utterances of the gentleman 
from Ohio 
Grosvenor said that he made the point of or­ 
der because he believed that whatever action 
the Honse took should be in the regular way, 
by a report from the committee. 
Boyne offered an amendment to Enloe's reso­ 
lution, directing the Public Printer to exclude 
Kennedy's speech from the Record.

FA TA L SHOOTING. 


An O ver-Indulgence in D rink L eads to 
F a ta l R esults. 


S e v t t l e . September 15h.—‘Just before 
m idnight last night E. T. Murpby, a clerk 
in Toklas, Singerman & Co.'s dry goods 
store, shot and fatally wounded Charles 
Brown, another clerk in the same store, at 
the former’s home, 618Spring street. Brown 
was spending the evening with Murphy 
and his wife, and they were drinking 
freely, when, it is said, Brown made an in­ 
sulting proposal to Mrs. Murphy. Her 
husband then, inflamed with anger and 
crazed by drink, drew a Colt’s revolver and 
shot Brown in the breast, the ball passing 
under the left clavicle. Brown fell to the 
floor witu a fatal wound. 
L a t e r .— Further particulars of the shoot­ 
ing show that Brown went to Murphy’s 
house accompanied by J. J. Mitchell. Tney 
had half a dozen bottles of beer with them, 
which the four, including Mrs. Murphy, 
proceeded to drink. Afier a short tim e.'it 
is said, Brown became abusive and offered 
violence to Mrs. Murphy. The woman’s 
husband then drew a revolver and shot 
him. 
W hen the officers arrived at the house 
Mrs. M urphy was sobbing and wringing 
her hands and crying: “Charley, Charley, 
wbv did he shoot you? He shot you for 
nothing. Charley, wake up. wake up don't 
die.” 
A horrible scene was presented. A 
stream of blood was trinkling from a point 
just below the collar. The wounded man 
reeled and staggared, clutching at the table 
and the wall, over which blood was spat­ 
tered. 
He then fell and rolled on the floor 
in terrible agony. 
Officers at once handcuffed E .T. Murphy, 
who acknowledged him self as the assailant, 
and put Mrs. Murphy and J. J. Mitchell 
under arrest. 
A physician was summoned, whoquickly 
cut the clothing from Brown's body anil 
examined the wound, the man meanwhile 
groaning. “I am shot by Murphy. Murphy 
did it, and he did it for nothing. I am dead, 
doctor, I am dead.” 
W hen the shirt was opened there was a 
small bullet-hole just below the clavicle ou 
the collar-bone. 
M urphy is a medium-sized m sn of forty- 
one. 
H e came here from San Francisco a 
year ago last April, and had been working 
for Toklas, Singerman it Co. np to a short 
time ago. 
Brown was his best friend, and had come 
here with him from San Francisco. Brown, 
who had also worked for the same firm, 
boarded with them. 
At the police station Mrs. Murphy ac­ 
knowledged that they had been drinking 
together. Charley Brown hadgotten pretty 
drunk, and when he was drunk she said he 
was inclined to be abusive, though hemeaDt 
no harm . She had heard some words. She 
did not remember them. 
W hen she heard 
the report of the revolver the bul let whizzed 
oast her head from behind, 
Brown had 
given a cry aud she knew that he was shot. 
She did not know where the pistol came 
from, and she couldn't see why her hus­ 
band had shot the man, for he was their 
oldest and best friend. 


IN B EH R IN G SEA. 


Tlie Corw in O verhauled No P oachers, and 
No Seizures W ere M ade. 
S an F ran cisco , September 15th.—News 
has been received in this city that the 
United States revenue cutter Corwin has 
arrived at Sitka from Behring Sea, with a 
report that no poachers were overhauled 
and no seizures made. 
The Corwin has gained in speed since 
going to Alaskan waters, and now averages 
eleven knots an hour. The Corwin will 
probably remain in Alaska all this winter. 
She will shortly proceed 
on a cruise 
among the various bays and inlet% of 
Alaska, for the purpose of heading off 
British whisky smugglers. 
Private advices from the northern head­ 
quarters of the poachers give the catches of 
several sealers that put in at Victoria with 
their skins prior to coming to this port. 
The W. L. Rich arrived with 633 skiDS, 
most of which were taken in Behring Sea. 
The Rich has the same complaint to 
make that other sealers have, namely, that 
seals were much scarcer this year than ever 
before. 
Captain Leary of the Rich reports sight­ 
ing other Sfaib’g schooners, as follows: On 
August 16th the Pathfinder, which had 
1.000 skins on board; schooner Ariel, with 
•500 skins, nearly all captnred in Behring 
Sea. 
The Favorite was seen, and reported 
having 1 200 skins. 
This latter catch is 
one of the largest made this season. 
Considerable anxiety is felt for the fate of 
the sealing schooner Lily. None of the 
sealers that have arrived in this city know 
anything about her. and did not see her in 
the northern waters daring the entire sea­ 
son. The Lily is an American schooner, 
and was built in the East in 1851. Though 
old, she was cansidered astaDch vessel.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


If we understand the tenor of Judge 
Sawyer’s decision concerning the licensing 
of the liquor traffic under the petition 
system, we must hope that jurist is mis­ 
taken. 
Indeed, he appears to be very 
solicitous that the case shall go up to the 
Supreme Court of the U nited States, 
w hich justifies the belief that he enter­ 
tains a doubt. 
Certainly the belief has 
obtained these many years that a munici­ 
pality authorized to issue licenses may 
attach conditions to the grants calculated 
to reasonably regulate the number of the 
places of business and their frequency 
w ithin certain areas, as well as to attach 
other conditions such as indorsement by 
petition, the filing of a bond, etc. 
Cer­ 
tainly Philadelphia has proceeded in her 
license reforms upon that basis, and the 
Kew York excise law has been enforced 
for twenty years under a sim ilar system. 
The objection the learned Judge takes to 
the ordinance requiring a given number 
of signatures to a petition as a condition 
precedent to the granting of a license, is 
that it confers upon a single individual— 
as, the last person required upon the peti­ 
tion—an arbitrary power which is incon­ 
sistent with constitutional liberty. 
Upon 
the question of the right of a community 
to regulate the liquor traffic the Court en­ 
tertains no doubt. 
It is, then, a question w hether requiring 
a petition by a given number of property- 
owners is a delegation of municipal author­ 
ity. 
W e are compelled to think that it is 
not, but that it is a regnlating means to 
inform ‘lie m unicipal mind as to the ad­ 
visability of issuing the license; that it is 
not a delegation of power, but a method of 
ascertaining the wishes of the people most 
intim ately and im mediately to be aflected 
by the location of the business in their 
midst. 
If Judge Sawyer’s decision is held, 
however, to be sound, it by no means fol­ 
lows that license regulation is at an end. 
It still remains w ithin the power of the 
municipal legislators to determine how 
many licenses they will issue, and on what 
terms. 
They can still say they will not 
locate more than a given number of sa­ 
loons w ithin a given area, and that none 
shall be opened to which licenses have not 
issued upon a bond filed. 


Secretary W indom has done wisely in 
extending the time for the payment of 
duties on foreign goods forced in to avoid 
the operation of the M cKinley bill. 
It is 
estimated that fifty millions of dollars will 
be needed to pay these duties. 
The goods 
have been rushed in im portation to escape 
the higher rates of the M cKinley bill. 
Now, if trade were driven to raise fifty 
m illion dollars w ithin a few days, or even 
a fortnight, to pay the duties, a stringency 
would be felt in the money m arket that 
m ight precipitate a panic and work de­ 
plorable injury. 
In this emergency the 
Secretary of the Treasury directs that the 
time in which the duties may be paid shall 
be extended to February 1st, and thus four 
and a half months of leeway is given to 
trade to meet the customs demands. 
This 
tides over and di,-;>oses of what was feared 
would be a serious difficulty. 
It may be 
said that if importers were so foolish as to 
import more heavily than the demand 
justified, they are entitled to no pity if 
they suffer. 
B ut it must be remembered 
that human nature i- the same in ail parts, 
and one of its strong traits is self-interest. 
It was perfectly n itiir'al that the dealers in 
foreign goods sh iuld seek to save money, 
or make money, 
.mporting heavily un­ 
der low duties, on the eve of the enforce­ 
ment of high rates. 
There are very few 
raen who would not have done likewise. 
But even if for the risk they took, the im ­ 
porters are not entitled to sympathy, be­ 
cause of the pinch they experienced, the 
inuoccut would be the greater sufferers 
from monetary stringency and a panic. So 
that in whatever light the m atter is 
viewed, the action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury is to be commended.

L isbon, September 15th.—The re-assem- 
bliug of the Cortes to-day caused great ex­ 
citement throughout the city, as a strong 
debate on the Anglo-Poituguese treaty is 
expected. 
The shops aud offices were 
closed and thousands of citizens of all 
classes wended their way to the Parliam ent 
building.

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PERSUADING BACK THE WAIST. 
] 


T h e P h ilosop h y o f T a k in g Off F a t from 
th e Liilnn an d A b d o m en . 


[From the New York Sun.J 
I t is not so much a man’s weight that 
troubles him as the part of the body where 
the weight is located. 
A man may not be 
tall and may weigh over 180 pounds, but 
t will not trouble him anything like so 
much as if he were taller and lighter with 
th in arms, thin legs, a small chest, and a 
big stomach. 
This is often overlooked by 
people in getting down their weight. 
By 
following any of a num ber of systems per­ 
sistently a man’s weight may be reduced, 
but the proportions of his figure may not 
be altered. 
W hat most people who have 
too much weight are after is not only to 
lose the excess of fat, but to attain to a 
neat figure. 
A big-boned man naturally 
weighs more than a small-boned man. The 
big-boned man may weigh thirty or forty 
pounds more and still have the better 
figure. 
. 
Exercise, care in diet and abstinence 
from fluids with meals will bring a man’s 
weight down ; so will sickness. 
Y et no 
one wants the loss of weight that c ,mes 
from sickness. T hat is because the waste 
is supplied by the tissues all over the 
body, by the arms and the legs as well as 
the waist. 
In tome forms of sickness the 
waist may even increase while the weight 
diminishes. 
Based on this, several new systems for 
reducing the weight and preserving the 
figure have come up. 
They are consid­ 
ered by the directors of the large gymna­ 
siums in advising their pupils as to what 
exercise to take. 
_ 
A man with spindle legs is told to go 
through exercises which will enlarge his 
calves and thigh muscles ; a man with a 
small chest takes chest exercise: a man 
w ith small arms takes arm exercises. 
T his is more trouble than most people 
care to go through. T hey have not the 
tim e 
or 
the 
energy and persistence. 
N either would it seem proper and digni­ 
fied for a member of the Union Club to 
run around a track, or for one of the 
M atriarchs of the 400 to jum p up and 
down on a spring-board or to puli big 
weights at arm’s length. 
These people 
have reached an age when they do not 
give much attention to the symmetrical 
development of the muscles of the body. 
T hat m ight do for their children or their 
errandchildren, but they have not enough 
years to live to spend them at it. 
" To suit these p e f >le some exercises have 
been devised which may be practiced to 
advantage by other people as well. 
They 
are not complete, and they do not develop 
all the muscles of the body; but taken 
w ith care, they do not do any harm, and 
they will anyhow do good to the digestion, 
if to nothing else. 
It is always a desira­ 
ble thing to have a neat trim waist, or if 
not a neat, trim waist, to have some waist, 
instead of a larger circumference where 
the waist should be than around the 
chest. 
If the surplus fat is removed from 
the waist, it improves the figure and does 
not require the great care and exercise 
w hich a thorough system of weight-re- 
duction needs, unless it is taken under the 
supervision of some specialist who fur­ 
nishes the advcse and the care. 
N aturally there is a certain symmetrical 
proportion between the waist measure and 
the other measurements of the body. This 
proportion is not the same at all ages, nor 
for people of all 
builds, but it 
may 
roughly be stated in the case of a man that 
the waist measurement and the inside 
trousers seam should be the same. 
T hat 
is, if the trousers’ leg is thirty-two inches, 
th e waist should be about 
thirty-two 
inches. 
A margin of one or two inches 
does not matter much, and will usually be 
found in the case of very tall or very short 
men. 
This ratio of the waist holds good 
in ordinary cases. 
The way to reduce the waist is to sweat 
it and to exercise its muscles. 
Exercising 
the muscles of the arm increases their size, 
but if it is the arm of a fat man it will not 
increase the weight of the arm. 
The cir­ 
cumference may be greater at the point of 
greatest expansion when the muscle is con­ 
tracted. 
But the arm will not have the 
same roly-poly appearance that it had 
before, and it will not weigh so much. 
Even it the weight should be same, there 
will be some decrease there and a great ad­ 
vantage in strength and appearance. 
There are several exercises good for re­ 
ducing the waist. 
One of the best of them 
is to. lie down full length on the floor and 
to pull yourself up with your abdominal 
muscles. 
The exercise strengthens these 
muscles and gives them greater power of 
contracting. It also works the fat off them. 
I t is advisable during part of the exercise 
to wear a flannel or a woolen bandage 
around the waist, in order to work the fat 
oil more rapidly. The wearing of a flannel 
or woolen bandage on horseback also re­ 
duces the waist. 
This is the case even 
when the riding is so mild as not to 
reduce 
the 
general 
weight. 
The 
geners.1 
weight 
may 
even 
increase 
w ith a great reduction of the waist. 
Any 
bouncing or friction of the abdomen tends 
to work off the fat. 
The fat accumulates 
in the muscles because they are not used 
enough to work it off. 
F at has a tendency 
to deposit in the least used muscles and its 
deposition tends to a still less frequent use 
of the muscles, and in turn to a greater 
accumulation of fat. 
It is not necessary to 
hire a rubber or to go Turkish baths to get 
the friction. 
Any man can pound upon 
his own stomach. 
H e can also rub his 
sides and back with rough towels and flesh 
brushes. 
T his treatm ent need not be violent or 
tiresome, only it should be persisted in ; a 
few minutes at a time will do. 
A little 
exercise of the abdominal muscles in get­ 
ting up in the morning and before going to 
bed, with a rubbing and pounding of the 
abdomen, sides and back, will reduce the 
waist to its proportionate size in a few 
months. 
Gross eating and drinking can 
neutralize this treatm ent, but no change in 
diet is needed under it. 
It will assist the 
reduction if fermented liquors are not 
drunk with meals, and it will greatly as­ 
sist it if no fluids are drunk with meals, 
bnt they ran be taken and worked off.

S p o rt O ften In d u lg e d in b y D o w n -E a st 
L u m b e rm e n .

For myself, I was “chopped down” 
once, and once only. 
I t happened in this 
w ay: 
In the midwinter of 1879, I had 
occasion to visit the chief camp of the 
L ittle Madawaska. 
C-oming from the city,

The camp was on a high 
plateau, and not far off towered a magnifi­ 
cent pine tree, growing out of the summit 
of a knoll in such a way as to command 
all the surrounding country. 
Its branches 
were phenomenally thick; its girth of 
trunk was magnificent. 
And this tree I 
resolved one day to climb, in order to" get 
a clear idea of the lay or the land. 
Of 
course I strolled off surreptitiously, and, 
as I thought, unwatched. 
But there I was 
mistaken. 
No sooner was I two-thirds of 
the way up the tree than, with shouts of 
laughter, the lumbermen rushed out of the 
surrounding cover and proceeded to chop 
me down. 
The chance was too good for 
them to lose. 
I concealed my annoyance, and made no 
attem pt to descend.

climbed a few feet further up. to secure a 
position which I saw would he a safe one 
for me when the tree should fall. 
As I 
did so, I perceived, with a gasp and a 
tremor, that I was not alone in the tree. 
There, not ten feet above me, stretched 
at full length along a large branch, was a 
huge panther glaring with rage and ter­ 
ror. 
From the men below his form was 
quite concealed. 
Glancing restlessly from 
me to my pursuers, the brute seemed un­ 
certain just w hat to do. 
As I carefully re­ 
frained from climbing any furthur up, and 
tried to assume an air of not having ob­ 
served him, he apparently concluded that 
I was not his worst enemy. In fact, I dare 
say he understood what was going on and 
realized that he and I were fellow-suffer- 
ers. 
I laughed softly to myself as I thought 
how my tormentors would be taken aback 
when th at panther should come down 
among them.

THE SEiSHOBE GIRL. 


MAIDENS MUCH MALIGNED BY SENSA­ 
TIONAL CORRESPONDENTS. 


P ic tu re s P re se n te d of T his M uch-A bused 
C re atu re —G race and G oodness of 
th e R eal Seashore G irl. 


She is not half so bad as she is painted. 
That is not saying much, however, for she 
is painted exceedingly bad. 
Nor can 
much be said of the art of her delineator 
—the gossip writer who infests the summer 
resorts and writes letters for the provincial 
papers at a fixed rate per gossip. He is of 
a class of gentry whose highest aim is what 
it is pleased to call “piquant sensational­ 
ism;” his stock-in-trade is a soaring imag­ 
ination which never becomes embarrassed 
with facts, and his object is to make country 
folk open wide their eyes at the wicked 
abandon of “society” as it disports itself 
at the seaside. 
The usual picture drawn of the Seashore 
G irl depicts her as a cross between a Bow­ 
ery hoyden and the less fascinating crea­ 
ture of the variety stage, known by the 
generic name “soubrette,” whose chief aim 
in life is to keep her heels at a higher ele­ 
vation than her head; as a girl of presum­ 
ably respectable parentage who walks the 
beach at all hours of the day and night, 
attired in a length of gorgeous Grand street 
hosiery, a sash and a smirk; as a maiden 
whose one ambition is the attracting of 
masculine attention to the lines of her 
calves, and whose moral sense seems to be 
inextricably shrouded in the woof of her 
silken tights; as a creature, in short, whose 
characteristics entitle her to enrollm ents 
that class of women whose peculiarities 
are not often discussed in a promiscuous 
gathering. 
_ 
This is the seashore girl as she is drawn 
weekly throughout the summer by news­ 
paper correspondents, says Rhodes Mack- 
right in the New York Star. 
A visit to 
any of the : easide resorts, by tbe most cur­ 
sory or by the most thorough observer, 
will prove its utter falsity. It is a libel 
on American womanhood more worthy a 
refutation brought through the agency of a 
shingle than the mild protest of a pen. 
Moreover, and more strangely, the most 
fanciful and persistent of these gossip- 
writing detractors of the seashore girl are 
of her own sex; masculine women and 
feminine men are in hot contest as to who 
may concoct the most outrageous tale. 
Even though uncertain incomes be eked 
out by this journalistic prostitution, the 
exhibition is a sorry one. 
A very close acquaintance with the va­ 
rious watering places scattered along the 
Atlantic coast and a narrow scrutiny of 
the conduct of the girls who patronize 
them lead me to the belief that, although 
differing in minor points as the complex­ 
ions of localities differ, the American girls 
congregated upon the edge of the Atlantic 
have in common the points of modesty in 
■demeanors, modesty in attire and modesty 
in thought. 
Here and there you will find 
exceptions—which simply proves that the 
molds of nature are as various at the sea­ 
side as in town—and as variously good and 
had. 
But as there is a standard of woman­ 
hood, so, also, is there a standard in sea­ 
shore girls. The type is as characteristic 
as types usually are characteristic where 
identical environments exist. I have a 
type in my mind now which has come 
under my observation more than once. 
Really, I find it the general type. 
This particular girl was a sojourner at 
Narragansett Pier, and the daughter of a 
wealthy family from a large semi-Western 
city. 
Making allowance for the freedom 
from constraint which somehow seems to 
vanish with the booming of the surf, she 
was the ordinary well-educated girl of 
democracy, and was bred as other Ameri­ 
can girls are bred. She was circumspect, 
reasonably lacking coquetry, and possessed 
of i modicum of common sense. 
tVhile at the pier she did just as hun- 
-dreds of other girls did. 
Much of her 
time was spent upon the piazza of her 
father’s cottage, reading; she went fre­ 
quently to the Casino, chaperoned, or in 
the company of a party of girl friends of 
her own age ; s'-- lanced as often as she

What 
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The First Church Built—Humble Accom­ 
modation* lor the Pastor. 
The first Methodist Church in America 
was built in New York City in 1768. 
For 
several years preceding meetings of the 
believers in that faith had been held in a 
room on Williams street, but the attend­ 
ance became so large and so much interest 
was manifested that the society decided to 
have a church building of its own. Two 
lots on John street, each 25x90 feet, were 
first leased, but afterward bought for 
$1,500. 
The subscription list for the 
building has over 250 names, among them 
being Lieutenant-Governor Delancey, who 
gave £3 5s. The building as erected was 
a plain, substantial structure of stone, set 
back from the street, sixty feet in length 
and forty-two in breadth. It was opened 
for consecration on October 30, 1768, when 
Philip Embury preached from a pulpit 
which his own hands had made, from the 
text in Ilosea: “Sow to yourselves in right­ 
eousness, reap in mercy; break up your 
fallow ground; for it is time to seek the 
Lord, till lie come and rain righteousness 
upon you.” 
An humble parsonage or “preacher’s 
house” was afterward added on a portion 
of the ground in front of the church, facing 
the street. The household furniture for 
the occupants of this building was contrib­ 
uted in small gifts of separate articles by 
the ladies of the congregation. From a 
list of these donations four teaspoons lent, 
and six knives and forks “given,” indicate 
the moderate allowance of the preacher’s 
housekeeping. 
Wesley Chapel was the 
name by which the old church in John 
street was known till its walls were demol­ 
ished in 1817 to give place to a new and 
more imposing structure on the spot, which 
in 1841 was succeeded by the present 
church edifice. 


HARD 
TIMES IN CHINA. 


B usiness S tagnant an d P eople sta rv in g 
in M any D istricts. 
Several districts in China are reported 
to be sadly in need of aid from the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Food is high and employment 
scarce. The Straits Independent bewails 
the state of trade at Penang, which, it 
says, is as bad as it can possibly be, so that 
on all quarters there is a great deal of suf­ 
fering and want. It fails, however, to see 
in what way or from what direction relief 
is to come." Things must indeed be very 
bad when, within the last few months, 
more than thirty tailors, shoemakers and 
eating-house keepers have shut up their 
establishments in one single street. 
Sev­ 
eral timber merchants who had hitherto 
carried on a flourishing trade, have been 
obliged to close their yards and dismiss 
their employes, solely because they could 
not keep up any longer, there being now 
no demand for timber for building pur­ 
poses. 
T h eShih Poo says: “Recently the city 
(Tientsin) has been crowded with poor and 
starving people from the country places. 
The sight of them would draw forth pity 
from any one who has seen them. Some 
of these poor people are selling their own 
flesh and blood to save them from starva­ 
tion. The other day a man and his wife 
were leading through the streets two beau­ 
tiful little girls of about 3 and 4 years old 
to sell to the people for slaves; their faces 
showed the want of nourishing food, and 
they were wailing and begging for some­ 
thing to appease their hunger, and finally 
they were sold to a brothel-keeper for a 
mere pittance. 
May this pitiable instance 
be brought to the notice of the local chari­ 
table institutions, and it is to be hoped 
that some means may be devised to prevent 
innocent young children from falling into 
the hands of those who will make ill úse 
of them.”

TRUSTEE M’LAUGHLIN IN THE SOLE OP 
OBSTEOCTIONIST.

A fter all Sacram ento m ay not have an 
electric road and affairs at present are in a 
w orse state th an ever before. T he stock­ 
h o ld ers of the road object to th e franchise 
aa granted to Mr. H enry, and refuse to sell 
out unless th e 
ordinance 
is am ended 
again, claim ing th at it does not properly 
secure them . 
R obert T. Devlin appeared before the 
B oard of City Trustees yesterday and stated 
th a t th e Directors and stockholders of the 
C entral Electric Com pany, after having ex- 
a m in td the ordinance 
as 
passed 
last 
W ednesday, granting the right to J. H . 
H en ry to operate the road in this city by 
th e electric overhead wire system , had 
com e to the conclusion that there was one 
restriction or clause in it w hich was Dot 
reasonable in their judgm ent. T he section 
th ey alluded to was N o.8, as am ended, and 
w hich gave the Trustees the right to con­ 
dem n the road if they chose to do so. 
A fter having heard com plaints against it, 
th e D irectors feared th at if the section 
stood as it was their property would be 
m ade valueless. 
T hey were 
w illing to 
m ak e any reasonable 
concessions that 
w ould not interfere w ith th e validity of 
their security. 
If they did intend to issue 
bonds at any tim e it m ight im pair their 
value, and the city was certainly enough 
protected by other provisions in the fran­ 
chise. 
As it now stood th e ordinance was 
w hat m ight be called a forfeitable fran ­ 
chise. 
T rustee M cLaughlin—'You knew that it 
was going through last week, d id n ’t you? 
M r. Devlin replied th at although Mr. 
H en ry did agree to it. he was not the sole 
party th at was interested. 
T he stock­ 
holders of the com pany had to receive 
bonds as security and they w anted to feel 
th at such bonds were of value. 
If the 
T rustees should see tit to destroy th e road, 
all their capiial invested w ould be lost. 
“I ’m opposed,” said T rustee M cLaugh­ 
lin , “ to hearing any m ore about the m at­ 
te r. 
I'm tired of it. 
The papers abused 
■us for acting so slowly, and it now appears 
th at we’ve acted alt< gether too quickly.” 


THEY WANT PROTECTION. 
W . J . 1 ..andera of San Francisco, a heavy 
Stockholder in the C entral E ectric Com ­ 
pany, said he had not paid m uch atten­ 
tion to Mr. H enry's efforts before the 
Board, but having an interest in th e road, 
h e naturally w anted it protected, and after 
th e ordinance was passed he m ade it his 
business to exam ine it carefully. 
H e and 
a couple of other friends in San Francisco 
ow ned about one '.bird o f the road, and 
before they gave up th eir bonds and re­ 
ceived new ones from Mr. H enry they 
w anted to he assured th at th e franchise as 
granted to him and under w hich he issued 
th e bonds, was a valid one and no t likeiy 
to be forfeited. 
T heir interests were at 
stake and they sim ply w anted to be assured 
th at th eir security was good. 
H e did not 
believe that if com plaint were m ade to the 
B oard th at the road was dangerous the 
T rustees 
should 
be the 
judges as to 
w h eth er or n o t such was the state of 
affairs. 
H e rath er thought th at the Courts 
should decide the m atter, w here the case 
could be heard im partially. 
It would 
seem very strange it the Trustees wouid 
not agree to abide by the decision of the 
Court. 
Mr. Landers, continuing, said be w anted 
•it placed on the record th at the stock - 
■ holders 
of the 
com pany 
wanted 
Mr. 
H en ry to have the road, and all they 
asked was th at they be fairly dealt with. 
Law yer A. C. Freem an read an opinion 
in the m atter w hich he had prepared for 
th e stockholders. 
H e believed there were 
too m any restrictions in th e franchise to 
insure the validity or security of new 
bonds w hich Mr. H enry m ight issue. Too 
m uch power was vested in the B eard of 
T rustees. 
T rustee M cLaughlin left the room , de­ 
claring that he would not listen to any 
fu rth er argum ent on the subject. 
Law yer Grove L. Johnson appeared as 
attorney for Mr. H enry and explained his 
client’s position. 
Mr. H enry individually 
was 8atished w ith the ordinance as passed 
b y the Board, but he was helpless when 
th e stockholders objected to it. 
They 
were not compelled to sell him the road if 
th e franchise he obtained was not satis­ 
factory to them , or, in other words, if the 
ow ners of the road felt that their security 
w ould not be good under Mr. H enry's 
franchise they reserved the right to m ake 
n o sale or tran- fer of the property. 
Continuing. Mr. Johnson said he thought 
there was a way to overcom e the difficulty 
if the Trustees saw fit to do it and felt 
disposed to am end a section of the ordi­ 
nance slightly. 
He suggested th at it be 
am ended by striking out the words in the 
section referred to, “ this ordinance and" 
an d adding the words, "provided th at the 
action of the Board shall be subject to re­ 
view by the proper Courts having jorisdic- 
■tion." 
M r. Landers he could not state posi­ 
tively. but he believed th at if anch an 
am endm ent were m ade it w oald be satis­ 
factory to ail parlies. 


m ’l a u g h u n a n d w o l v . 
T rustee M cLaughlin, w ho m eantim e had 
■re-entered the room, turned on his heel 
an d w alked out again. 
T rustee W olf turned his back on the 
gentlem en present and said he did not in ­ 
tend to act any farther in the m atter. 
T here was no use in talking to him 
M ayor Comstock said he did not w ant to 
jeopardize the interests o f th e owners of 
th e com pany by refusing to pass an ordi­ 
nance wlrich wouid properly secure them 
H e wa9 looking to the interests of the peo­ 
ple and wanted to see toe electric road 
operated in Sacram ento. 
Mr. Landers asked if M cLaughlin wouid 
have any objection to th eir consulting his 
attorney and endeavoring to come an u n ­ 
derstanding with him . 
M cLaughlin said it did n 't m ake any 
difference w ith him . 
No attorney could 
change his opinion now. 
“ W ell,” rem arked Mr. Landers, “ if this 
is an exam ple of the kind of a bearing we 
w ould get if people cam e here to com plain 
against the road under the present ordi­ 
nance, doesn’t it strike you th at we would 
have a very poor opportunity to get an ira 
partial hearing? 
W e’ve invested $120.000 
u n d er the old ordinance and we’re going to 
be very care'ul w hen we invest it under a 
new one. 
We don’t believe we have been 
fairly dealt w ith.” 
T he M ayor requested th e gentlem en to 
call again in the afternoon, when the City 
A ttorney BDd Law yer B lanchard could be 
present. 
M cLaughlin said they need not m ind 
troubling them selves. 
If it was under­ 
stood th at the m atter should come up at 
th a t tim e, he would m ake it his business 
to stay away fr. in the m eeting. 
T he M ayor said he guessed he 
had 
au th o rity enough to order the City A ttor­ 
ney and Mr. B lanchard to be preeent in the 
afternoon, and be invited th e gentlem en to 
atten d the meeting. 
They left w ith this understanding.

Sentinel, was called upon to address the 
m eeting on the subject of “ The U nity of 
the California Press.” 
T he speaker com ­ 
m enced b> saying th at there was no such 
thing as the unity of the California press, 
and he had been given som ething to dis­ 
cuss w hich did not exist. 
T here was no 
unity because the new spaper m en lacked 
business sense. 
Business was at the bot­ 
tom of fraternity, and unity rested on fra­ 
ternity. 
T he tim e was when new spaper 
m en were law yers, m inisters and literary 
m en, anti Horace Greeley was such a m an 
H e was one of the largest financial failures 
in 
America, though the founder of the 
greatest paper in the Em pire State 
In all 
his career and w ith all his ability as a 
writer, he gained no fortune to speak of. 
i’o-day the world was run by business 
men aud on business principles, but the 
press of California was an exception. 
T he 
newspapers were not run on business p rin ­ 
ciples. 
As a geueral rule thoae connected 
with the pap -rs were am bitious as w riters 
and editors, but not as business m en. T his 
was the secret of the failure of m ost of the 
sm all papers. 
T he bootblacks, m illm en, 
navigation com panies and other corpora­ 
tions couid form unions and raise the 
price of their labor, and yet th e new spa­ 
pers of the State could 
not do 
this, 
even 
though 
they set 
them selves 
up 
as 
the 
teachers 
of 
these 
m en. 
In 
short, 
they 
signally 
failed 
to 
practice w hat they preached. 
In the great 
cities where the new spapers were success 
ful they were foand to be in the hands, not 
of “ leader” writers entirely, but the success 
came from the business office. 
T he Cali­ 
fornia new spaper m en were, as a rule, 
poorer than the law yers, and to be con­ 
vinced of this fact one need but to go to 
their dens. 
T heir condition was m ade so 
because they could not stand no to their 
own prices for fear of being underbid by a 
contem p irary. 
Continuing, the speaker said there could 
be no success w ithout harm ouious relations 
existed am ong ail. 
Indeed, there wa9 often 
so m uch bitter feeling am ong editors th at 
they were no t even on speaking term s. 
The Association, he believed, w ould in 
tim e have a tendency to establish all o f the 
papers represented in it on a business base, 
and thus prom ote success. 
The com m ittee appointed to revise the 
by-laws, subm itted the follow ing d raft, and 
w hich was adopted and m ade the order of 
business for 10 a . m . to dav:

Article IV. The officers of this Association 
shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected by ballot 
by the mem bers present at the annual m eeting, 
and shall hold office for one year, or until their 
successors are elected and have qualified. The 
election oi officers shall be the first business in 
order on the second day of the annual session. 
Article V. There shall also be an Executive 
Committee, charged w ith the adm inistrative 
work of the A sso ciatio n . This com m ittee shall 
consist of five members, elected annually. The 
officers of the Association shall be ex officio 
m em bers of the Executive Committee. 
Article VI. This Association shall m eet annu­ 
ally in Septem ber and sem i-annually in March 
of each year, at such place, day and hour as 
m ay be designated by the Association, notice of 
w hich shall be sent to all mem bers not less than 
thi-ty days in advance. In th eir discretion the 
Executive Committee m ay change the tim e and 
place for holding said meeting. 
Article VI J. Special m eetings m ay be called 
at any tim e by the Executive Committee, aud 
shall be called by the President upon the appli­ 
cation of ten members, who shall m ake a w rit­ 
ten request for the same. Not less than ten 
days’ notice shall be given of special m eetings, 
including a statem ent of the object of the same. 
The notice shall he given by m ail notification. 
No business shall be transacted at a special 
m eeting except such as is specified in the call 
for the same. 
Article VIII. The constitution may be am ended 
at any regular m eeting, by a tw o-thirds vote of 
all mem bers presera 
Am endm ents m ust be 
subm itted in w riting and signed by the author. 
BY LAWS. 
1. The President and Vice-President shall p er­ 
form the duties usually pertaining to such 
offices. 
2. The Secretary shall keep the records of the 
As-ociation aud shall attend to all correspond­ 
ence ol his office, and shall lay beiore the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee au aunual report ot his work. 
He shall be reim bursed from the funds of the 
Association for exoensts actually im urred in 
perform ance of his duties. The Secretary shall 
publish, as soon alter its ad jour., men t as "is con­ 
venient, the proceedings of each annual m eet­ 
ing, in pam piilet form of the same sized page 
aud in the style ot State docum ents. 
He shall 
deliver one to each m em ber of the Association; 
he shall also furnish one to the State Librarian. 
At least fifty copies ex tra shall be printed tor 
th e use of the Association at its next annual 
m eeting. 
‘ The Treasurer shall collect all money of 
the Association, according to the accouuts fur­ 
nished by the Secretary; pay out mouey on 
vouchers for approved bills only, or by older of 
the Association, and only according to a system 
prescribed by the Executive Committee. 
He 
shall report the financial condition at each 
m eeting, give a bond to the President in behalf 
of the Association iu a sum to be fixed by lhe 
latter and approved by the Executive Commit­ 
tee 
He shall keep an accurale account ot the 
Association funds, and report to the Executive 
Committee w henever required bv the latter. 
4. The Executive Committee has full charge 
of the adm iuistrative affairs of the Association 
between its sessions; supervises the work of the 
Secretary, Treasurer and employes; fills vacan­ 
cies; perlorm s such other duties dem anded by 
the Constitution, the interests of the Association 
and these laws, and m ust report its acts at each 
Association m eeting. 
5. A quorum is any num ber present at a regu­ 
lar or called m eeting. The quorum oi the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee is three, after due notice to 
all. 
6. Applications for m em bership shall be m ade 
In w riting w ith pledge of com pliance w ith As­ 
sociation laws, and accom panied by a fee of $2. 
The annual dues are S2, payable in advance. 
Ati persons recognized as m em bers pri r to May 
20.1889, shall be deem ed m em bers without elec­ 
tion on paym ent of the fee. 
7. Members tailing to pay annual dues shall 
Btand suspended. The nam s of such suspended 
m em bers shall be reported by the Secretary to 
the Association at a regular m eeting when the 
Association may rem it the dues or direct that 
the nam es of suspended m em bers be dropped 
from the roil of m em bership. 
8. A m em ber against w hom are pending grave 
charges affecting the usefulness or reputation of 
the Association, after investigation by and a full 
and fair hearing before a com m ittee of five or­ 
dered by the Association, or in the interim of its 
sessions, by the Executive Committee, may be 
expelled by a vote ol tw o-thirdsof the members 
present at any regular meeting, or m ay be sus­ 
pended by a m ajority vote, 'th e recom m enda­ 
tion shall be accom panied by a copy of the 
charges and specifications preferred, when the 
record comes from the Executive Committee 
9. There by-laws may be am ended in the 
m anner provided for am endm ent of the Consti­ 
tution.

T here was a bloody shooting affray last 
evening tw o m iles east of B righton, in 


w hich T ony M enke, son of A. M enke, the 


w ell-know n hop-grow er, was killed, and 


Jo h n G lacken, brother-law of Tony, and 


a young m an who for som e tim e has been 


in the em ploy of Giacken, w ere probably 


fatally injured. 


T he relations betw een G lacken and the 


M enkes have been strained for som e tim e. 


G lacken m arried one of M enke’s daugh­ 


ters, and the father has frequently com ­ 


plained of late that Glacken was crnel to 


his wife. 
T he im m ediate canse of the shooting, 


how ever, was a dispute over the ow nership 


of-a quantity of hops. 


It appears th at Glacken and young Tony 


M enke had adjoining tarm s, and recently 


quarreled regarding the 
hops.

M enke cam e to this city and consulted a 


law yer in the m atter, and on yesterday 


com m enced suit against G iacken to restrain 


the latter from disposing of the hops in 


c introversv. 


D eputy Sheriff Beckley went out 
to 


G lacken’s place about 4 o’clock yesterday 


afternoon to serve the paDera. 
H e found 


G lacken at hom e. 
A fter serving th e pa­ 


pers he started back for Sacram ento and 


G iacken said he w oald accom pany him in 


order th at he m ight give bonds to relieve 


the attachm ent. 
Glacken jum ped into his 


own buggy, and, asking one of his hired 


m en, whose nam e could not be learned, to 


accem pany him , follow ed 
Beckley 
to­ 


w ard B righton. 
Before reaching there 


Tony M enke cam e up the road in a wagon 


G lacken passed him , but Beckley pulled up 


and had a talk w ith him , after w hich be 


proceeded on his way. 


Upon arriving at B righton, G lacken said 


he guessed he would no t go to th e city as 


it was getting late, and he would go in the 


m orning. 
Sc he turned his horse around 


and drove back tow ards hom e. 


F rom w hat could be learned G lacken 


and his com panion caught up w ith young 


M enke, and a quarrel followed. 


F inally all hands drew revolvers aud b e­ 


gan shooting. 


M enke wos shot in the right leg, left 


shoulder and head—the latter being the 


one th at caused his death. 


G lacken was shot in the side, and his 


com panion in the abdom en. 


D eputy Beckley heard the shooting at 


Brighton, and, accom panied by a num ber 


of people from th at place, w ent back. 
All 


three were found prostrate on th e road. 


M enke was carried to his hom e and 


Glacken and his com panion to hia (Glack- 


en's) house. 


W hile Glacken was being borne aw ay, 


the elder M enke, w ho had heard of the 


tragedy, arrived, and upon learning of his 


son’s condition, became frantic. 
D raw ing 


a revolver, he ran tow ard G lacken and 


shot at him , but w ithout effect. 
H e was 


then seized by friends and prevented from 


m aking another assault. 


A physician was telephoned for, and in 


the course of an hour D r. M anlove a r­ 


rived. 
By th at tim e M enkl had breathed 


bis last. 


T he doctor then turned his attention to 


the other tw o and found them both in a 


dying condition. 


W hen D eputy Coroner C lark arrived, he 


took statem ents from both G lacken and hia 


com panion.

BUCKING BRONCHOS. 


An Interesting Exhibition of H orsem an­ 
ship a t the Park. 
There Were fully as many people at Ag­ 
ricultural Park yesterday forenoon to w it­ 
ness the promised exhibition by vaqueros 
as attended the races on Saturday. The 
Bhow was advertised to begin at 9 o’clock, 
but it was after 10 before the group of 
horsemen appeared on the track. The 
w ait W89 a long and weary one for those 
who had gone early and were on time, but 
after the fun began they forgot their anger 
and eDjoyed the novel show as much as 
anybody. 
Exhibitions of this kind heretofore given 
have nearly all turned out to be laughable 
farces, but that of yesterday can be called 
a success, witn the exception that none of 
the vaqueros were thrown and trampled or 
dragged to death by the fiery, untamed 
bronchos brought there for their amuse­ 
m ent. 
The first thing they did was to run a 
quarter-of a mile race down the stretch, in 
which eight of the men and horses took 
part. Then the captain of the gang rode 
Dust the stand and dropped three white 
handkerchiefs on the ground at intervals 
of about forty yards. 
One of the vaqueros—a 
white 
man 
dressed in a fantastic cowboy outfit—dashed 
down the track oti a little dun colored 
h"*se, at full speed, and swinging his body 
to ae right, stooped down and picked up 
tLo first and secoDd handkerchiefs, but 
m ssed the third. H e next picked np a 
liata, or rope, from the ground while his 
borse went at full speed. 
By this time both ends of the quarter- 
stretch had been fenced off, and a band of 
thirteen horses and two young mules were 
driven into the v closure. The band was 
led by a large s..r el with collar marks on 
his shoulders, bu’ ’he others evidently had 
never been handlH 
The men g ■> 
it their riatas and pre­ 
pared for bust-i-t ■ 
Then a dash was made 
for the band, aiu half a dozen rawhide 
lassos swished Hi.- ugh the air and fell 
among the Ir g‘. aed and 
scampering 
beasts. One ot m e nooses encircled the 
heads of a horse and a mule, and the 
thrower of the rope reined in his own 
horse, took & urn of the riata around the 
horn of his saddle, and ont of the band 
came the hotse and his half-brother, the 
m ale, with the noose drawn tightly about 
their necks. 
Finally the mule was allowed to free 
itself, but another rope was cast about the 
horse's feet and he was thrown to the 
ground. A couple of vaqueros leaped from 
their saddles, while 
their 
well-trained 
horses stood there and held the ropes taut. 
A broad lea1 her strap was placed over the 
broncho’s eyes, and a rope slipped under it 
and tied tightly around the body. Then a 
white you'll got astride of the prostrate an­ 
imal, tb eria ’as were released from its neck 
and legs, and it was allowed to rise with 
the rider. 
He reached forward, pulled n .• 
the blindet. grasped the rope with hot i 
hands and braced him self for the buck­ 
ing 
contest. 
The 
bridlelesa 
animal 
went at it promptly, and after giving a 
dozen vicious jum ps whirled suddenly and 
sent its r dtr sprawling up against the 
fence. 
They caught the horse again and the 
rider remounted, but the ‘buck’' had all 
gone, and the anim al was discarded. 
The vaqueros next las-oed a sorrel colt, 
and from tbe way it acted everybody 
thought it w ould’ do some lively stiff­ 
legged work. The choking process, how­ 
ever, was so severe that when they got the 
saddle on the anim al it hadn’t strength 
enough to do much buckine. It did the 
best it could, however, in that line, and 
was warntlv applauded for its efforts. 
A likely looking roan was next lassoed, 
thrown, blinded and saddled, 
and 
a 
sprightly yomig Mexican mounted him. 
There was s 'tue ginger in this anim al, and 
he gaye a fair exhibition of bucking, the 
Mexican showing him self to be a gcod 
rider. 
At this juncture of the sport a sorrel 
horse was ed quietly opon tbe track. It 
was apparently a gentle anim al, but the 
num ber of old scars on its body showed 
that it had had many a lively racket. 
It 
was evidently one of the kind of anim als 
that is always for sale. However, the 
owner wa .ied to have it ridden, and it was 
saddled and another dark skinned, Moor- 
ish-lookicg vaquero leaped into the saddle. 
“ W hoop la 1 
A cloud of dust arose, and 
from it caa e directly the battle-scarred 
equine veteran dancing a jig, with its nose 
between its front legs. 
"T hat's the boss hucker!” cried an ex­ 
cited lad io the grand stand, and so it was 
up to that time. The rider staid with the 
brute, howevtr, and when the latter began 
to quiet down be dismounted, stripped and 
turned it loose. 
A demand now went up from the crowd 
for "A mule; 
A m ule!" 
Again riatas 
were got in readiness and the band of ani­ 
mals set in motion. 
A young Mexican 
dashed in among them, let tlv his rojie and 
Í 
-anked a bay mule out of the bunch. The 
ittle fellow was thrown, and tbe white 
S 
outh, who bestrode the first anim al bare- 
ack, got uoon the m ule w ith nothing but 
a rope ab. ,t its body. “ W hoopa! mula 1" 
yelled the Mexicap, but the ‘‘m ula’’ had a 
great deal r.f borse sense in its young head 
(bequeathed by its mother), and after buck­ 
ing a few time’s concluded to take thiDgs 
easy and not tire itself out. 
There 
was some more lasso-throwing 
after that, at d tbe victim was a wicked- 
looking r. an 
H e was choked, thrown, 
saddled and “ bridled." with a hocamore, a 
close-fitting headstall without a bit, such 
as it always used by vaqueros in breaking 
young horses to ride. 
A white vaquero 


was accorded the honor of riding this 
broncho, which did some tolerably good 
bucking, but not of a sensational character. 
H ere another horse was led upon the 
track to be ridden. He was a hsndsome- 
looking bay. and walked meekly behind 
the man who led him . 
Bnt there was a 
wicked g'eam in his eye, and the Captain 
selected one of his best riders for the job of 
trying the new comer out. The horse was 
saddled w ithout 
any trouble, and the 
vaquero with the fringed breeches and 
gaudy vest sprang into the saddle. 
“B uck!” Well, that horse was a bucker 
from Buckville direct. 
H e wasted; no 
time, but went promptly at his work with 
an energy worthy of a better cause. He 
started in at the northern end of the grand 
stand, and bucked ail the way down to the 
gate. Then he bucked all the way back 
again, the crowd all the time cheering and 
yelling with delight. But the rider under­ 
stood his business, and was in the saddle 
at the finish. 
It was an unusually tine 
display of an equine art that is fast disap­ 
pearing with the decadence of the old­ 
time mustang of the prairies of the far 
West. 
After this the vaqueros gave an exhibi­ 
tion of their skill in lassoing and throwing 
animals, as practiced at the yearly round­ 
ups on the ranges, when the young ani­ 
mals are branded. 
Then, in response to a demand from the 
crowd, a young mare was caught and sad­ 
dled. She was heavy with foal, and the 
rough usage she received aroused a general 
feeling o f’ sym pathv for her. But they 
saddled her and rode her, and she proved 
to be a pretty lively performer in the stiff­ 
legged line. 
. 
, 
After a little more lassoing was oone. the 
vaqueros rode up in front of the judges 
stand and were dismissed. But before they 
had ridden out of the inclosure it was no­ 
ticed that the bad-bucking bay horse was 
again being saddled, and pretty soon a new 
aspirant for equestrian honors, in the per­ 
son of Jim Nye, an employe at Heilbron s 
cattle yards in this city, leaped into the 
saddle. 
Now was witnessed a display of equine 
devilishness that is seldom equaled even 
among the wildest bronchos of the plains. 
The horse fairly outdid his former effort, 
while the man’ who first rode him evi­ 
dently “ wasn't in it" with Mr. Nye. 
The wickeder the horse jum ped the 
harder Nye lashed him , and he jum ped 
sideways, straight up and down and every 
other way that his mean nature could de­ 
vise. He backed up and down and ail 
over the track, squealing and snorting with 
rage, while Nye sat him like aCeutaur, and 
received the cheers and plaudits of the 
thousands of spectators. 
There was more buck in that horse to 
the square inch of flesh than in the entire 
band of bronchos that looked on in amaze­ 
ment. H e would buck at the slightest 
piovocation, and evidently had plenty of 
it left in him when Nye became tired 
enough to quit. 
It was a fitting finale to a very interest­ 
ing exhibition.___________

Tbe starter’s flag did not fall, aud 
Peregrine and Acciaim pulled up and re­ 
turned to the post, while the others went 
off at their best. The judees rang the bell, 
bat the riders paid no heed to it, and a 
lively race resulted. Carmen led all the 
way round, followed close by Daisy D., 
Picnic close uo and Peregrine well in the 
rear. After crossing the wire the riders 
were called in front of the stand and lec­ 
tured by the judees for paying no heed to 
the flag.
